VAKLAND, Cal., April 25.—Residents 
of St. Louis need have no fear for vis- 
itors from that city who were in San 
Francisco at the time of the earthquake. 
The death list prepared by the authori- 
ties does ‘not contain the name of a St. 
Louisan. 

Most of the deaths were in cheap 
lodging houses or in tenements in a 
Section of the city where strangers and 
visitors would not be found at 5 a. m. 

Residents of San Francisco are mov- 
ing back into their homes, while busi- 
hess firms are resuming in temporary 
quarters. Many firms have opened of- 
fices in Oakland temporarily. Trolley 
cars will resume business in San Fran- 
cisco today or tomorrow, street lighting 
will be resumed next week. Business Is 
quite active in the business part otf 
town.

DIVORCES NOT 


PREVENTED Bl 
THE DECISION 


Judge Sale Gets Copy of Su- 
preme Court's Decree and 
Interprets It. 








ITS MEANING IS CLEAR 





Where Both Parties to Divorce 
Have Lived Here Decree 
Will Hold. 





Cheer up, all ye that have been sorrow- 
ing over the embargo presumed to have 
been placed on Missouri divorces by the 
United States Supreme Court. The busi- 
ness of granting divorces is to go mer- 
rily on. A copy of the decision of the 
Supreme Court, which has been received 
in St. Louis, shows that the granting of 


diverces isnot seriously interferred 


with. 

The first copy of the decision to reach 
St. Louis was received Wednesday by 
Circuit Judge Sale, who wrote to a 
friend in Washington as soon he 
heard of the decision. After giving it 
a careful reading he said: 

“The decision can have no effect on 
the granting of divorces in Missouri. 
Courts will have to go right on grant- 
ing divorces for the causes provided by 
the Missouri statutes. 
the decision is so plain that 
think there will be any difference 
opinion among judges on that pvint. 

“Tf a judge were to refuse on account 
of this decision, to grant a decree to 
which a plaintiff would otherwise be en- 
titled, I have no doubt that a writ of 
mandamus could be obtained from the 
Supreme Court or the Court. of Appeals, 
compelling him to grant the decree.”’ 

Decrees Must Be Recognized. 

Judge Sale finds that the decision has 
no effect whatever. on the validity of 
decrees in the States in which they are 
granted, that is specifically stipulates 
that other States must recognize a de- 
cree granted to one whose matrimonial 
domicile as well as actual domicile is 
within the State granting it, and that no 
restraint is placed on the exercise of 
comity between States in the recogni- 
tion of the decrees of the courts of 
other States. 

The only difference he finds is that, 
whereas hitherto the divorce decrees of 
one State have been recognized in other 
States by virtue of the constitutional 
elause which requires that full faith 
and credit be given by all States to the 
court decrees of any State, under the 
decision their recognition will rest on 
comity instead of the constitutional 
any abridgement of such recognition by 
clause 

He does not believe that there will be 

any State, with the possible exception of 
New York, which grants divorces for 
only one cause, and South Carolina. 
which does not grant them for any 
cause. 
- The sections of the decision on which 
he particularly bases his conclusions are 
the following, which are printed ver- 
batim but without verbiage that sep- 
arates them and is unnecessary to the 
understanding of them: 

“It is settled that where the domicile 
of a husband is in a particular state, 
and that state is also the domicile of 
matrimony, the courts of such state 
having jurisdiction over the husband 
may, in virtue of the duty of the wife 
to be at the matrimonial domicile, dis- 
regard an unjustifiable absence there- 
from and treat the wife as having her 
domicile in the state of the matrimonial 
domicile for the purpose of the disso- 
lution of the marriage, and as a resilt

When Her Husband Flees. 

“Where the domicile of matrimony 
was in a particular state and the hus- 
band abandons his wife and goes into 
another state in order to avoid his mari- 
tal obligations, such other state to 
which the husband has wrongfully fied 
does not, in the nature of things, be- 
come a new domicile of matrimony and 
therefore is not to be treated as the 
actual or constructive domicile of the 
wife; hence, the place where the wife 
was domiciled. when so abandoned con- 
stitutes hef legal domicile until]. a new 
actual domicile be by her elsewhere ac- 
quired.”’ 

Left to State Comity. 

‘The denial of the power to enforce 
in another Btate a decree of divorce ren- 
dered against a person who was _ not 
subject to the jurisdiction of the tSate 
in which the decree was rendered * * 
* leaves wunecertailed the legitimate 
power of all the'states over a subject 
peculiarly within them authority. and 
this not only enables them to maintain 
their public policy, but also to protect 
the individual rights of their citizens. 
It does not deprve a state of the power 
to render a decree of divorce succeptable 
of being enforced within its borders as 
to the person within the jurisdiction and 
does not debar other states from giving 
such effect to a judgment of that char- 
acter as they may elect to do under 
mere principles of State comity.” 

“Ae aconallary of the recognized 


would be operative within its 
porders, irrespective of any extra ter- 
ritorial efficacy, it follows that. 
right of another sovereignty exists, 
under principles of comity, to give to 
a decree so rendered such efficacy as 
to that Government may seem to be 
justitied by its conceptions of 
and public policy.”

Says He Wrote Letter After 
Blood Made Confession 
__ to Him, 


John..S™.Morrin,. president of.William 
H. Lee &- Co.,; testified Wednesday in 
the suit for $75,000, ter, alleged libel in- 
Stituteq against him by Harry E. Blood, 
a liquor salesman of New York, now on 
trial. before .Judge Finkelnburg in the 
United States District Court. 

The suit is based chiefly .on a letter 
written by Morrin to Edson Bradley, 
Blood’s employer, in which Blood is ac- 
cused of beating his wife and aged fath- 
er-in-law. In this letter, introduced by 
the plaintiff, Blood: is characterized as 
an “irresponsible bully.’’ 

Morrin was examined at by 
his attornev, former Mayor of 
Kansas City. 

' He told of meeting Blood and a man 
named Frank Smith in Kansas City. 

“We went out and had a good time,”’ 
said the witness, ‘‘and the next morn- 
ing Blood came to my ‘store and asked 
me if he had done anything out of the 
way. He then told me that when he got 
home he mistreated his wife. After he 
told me that I thought I had good cause 
to write to his employer.’ 

On the witness stand Tuesday Blood 
denied that he had mistreated his wife 
or that he had made any -statements 
concerning her to Morrin. 

He was employed by Paris, Alen & 
Co. of New York and as the representa- 
tive of that firm -sold. goods to Lee & 
Co. of St. Louis. It was shown, in the 
course of the testimony, that Morrin 
anl Blood had several disagreements 
grawing out of their business relations.

“I’ve got my hands full, haven’t I?” 
said Mr. Meyer to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Wednesday, as he swung around 
from his desk in the Park Commission- 
er’s office. ‘I guess the duties of City 
igs ga will keep me guessing for some 
time.’’ 

But the City Forester doesn’t look as 
if he will be kept essing very. long. 
He is a young looking man, with a 
frank manner and a pair of clear blue 
eyes that look as if they mean business. 
He speaks slowly, but is full of enthu- 
Siasm. 

Park Commissioner Aull says Meyer 
is a hustler. He has been in the employ 
of the city for three years. and has been 
in the nursery business for the last 1d 
years. He is 31 years old. 

“The City Forester is an officer whom 
the city has needed for some time,” 
said Mr. Meyer. ‘St. Louis is no longer 
a village. We can’t allow the promiscu- 
ous planting of trees and shrubs and 
their neglect. 

T'wo-Thirds of Trees Infested. 

“If we are going to have a model 
city, we must attend to these neces- 
sary details. Very few know how to 
plant trees or care for them. 

“The City Forester will have to ap-

“Another .evil practice is the chopping 
of trees because they obstruct telephone 
wires.

“In cities of Europe the department 
of forestry is a very important one. 
Roads outside the parks are made beau- 
tiful by the systematic tree and shrub- 
bery planting along the sides. Take

“Then in the outskirts of the city 
there should be opportunities for work. 
There is more license for wild ways of 
planting trees out there. I don't sup- 
pose these semi-suburbanites will rel- 
ish interference on the part of the City 
Forester, but after some order is 
brought out of the chaos they will begin 
9 appreciate the necessity for his ac- 
tion.”’

SHOOT INTO AR 


New Yorkers Blame Frequent 
Explosions on Gasoline Drain- 


age From Garages. 


NEW YORK, April 25.—Four persons 
were severely injured, a score hurt, two 
houses set on fire, horses maimed and 
hundreds of street car passengers 
thrown into a panic when 25 manhole 
covers blew up yesterday near Ninth 
avenue and Fifty-first street. 

This is the third serious explosion of 
the same character in this region with- 
in one month. 

Nearby merchants declare that. they 
are due to accumulation of gasoline 
from numerous garages inthe vicinity, 
which collects in the sewers, is ignited 
and explodes. 

The Bureau of Combustibles says that 
the explosions are due to leakage of il- 
luminating gas from the pipes into the 
sewers. 

From Forty-sixth to Fifty-fourth 
street in Ninth avenue every sewer 
manhole between thé car tracks shot 
into the air. Five struck the “L’’ road 
structure above and were broken into 
small pieces. These rattled down>-on 
passing trolley cars, and, with the great 
spouts of flames that poured from the 
manholes, threw the passengers into 
terror. Those injured were chiefly pedes- 
trians, who were burned by flames from 
the manholes. Fires started, but were 
soon extinguished. 


STRIKING TANNERS 
THREATEN PLANT 


Wisconsin Tannery, Biggest in 
World, Asks for State 
Troop Protection. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KHNOSHIA, Wis., April 2.—Officers of 
the Central Leather Co., whose tannery 
here, the largest in the world, is be- 
sieged by a mob of striking tanners, 
have asked that State troops be sent to 
protect the plant. The Chief of Police 
says his force is inadequate and that 
the mob may at any moment break into 
the buildings. 

At the Sheriff's office it was said that 
no call for State aid had been made, 
but that 150 more deputies would be 
sworn in to protect the plants. 

Angered by the arrests of two strikers, 
a mob of Russian tanners attacked the 
plant and broke every window in one 
of the buildings.

Thesoccasion was a mock trial 
given by the Missouri University law

The action of the House of Delegates

The cooler heads said that 
this would result in serious trouble and 
pointed out that the arrest of the re- 
ob ga ae ones was possible under the 
law. 

Then certain members of both House 
and Council began studying the police 
situation thoroughly. They discovered 
that several new officers not named in 
the police law had been added to the

NEWS SERVICE EXTRAORDINARY. 

The query, How did you do it?—referring to the 
extraordinary record of news service made by the 
Post-Dispatch in reporting the San Francisco earth- 
quake; a record which evoked admiration and as- 
tonishment wherever the paper was -read—is interest- 
ingly answered in another column. 

The first message about the earthquake was re- 
ceived by the Post-Dispatch over the Postal wire 
from the sole Postal operator remaining in the dam- 
aged building, in less than an hour after the first 
shock occurred, that is, allowing for two hours differ- 
ence in time. The Post-Dispatch held the only wire 
leading into San Francisco until other means of com- 
munication were opened. It had the first extra on 
the streets of St. Louis telling of the calamity, and 
supplemented, this with editions giving all the avail- 
able information during Wednesday, Thursday and 
Friday; and subsequently every new development or 
acc-ional piece of information found its way to the 
public through the Post-Dispatch. The news of every 
day was so thoroughly cleaned up in the editions of 
the Post-Dispatch that nothing but repetition and 
elaboration was left for the morning papers. 

The special correspondent of the Post-Dispatch in 
San Francisco, Mr. L. E. Stover, covered the news 
ground very thoroughly until assistance came. Mr. 
Ben Blow was sent from Los Angeles with special 
instructions to find St. Louisans and the relatives 
of St. Louisans. Mr. John Fay, correspondent at 
Chicago for the Post-Dispatch and New York World, 
started.for San Francisco as soon as the extent of 
the calamity was known. A special photographer 
was sent out on the day of the calamity to photo- 
graph the scenes in San Francisco. All of these spe- 
cial sources of information were supplemented by the 
great resources of the Associated Press as soon as 
it could open a wire to the stricken city. 

The result has been a wonderful news story, con- 
tinued from day to day, admirably illustrated. Not 
only was the work of the Post-Dispatch a great news 
service, but it was a most valuable public service 
in notifying the public of the extent of the disaster

INSURANCE. RAISE 


Fire Representatitves Say Sen- 
timent Is For an 
Increase. 


Managers of the large fire insurance 
agencies in St. Louis have the same 
sentiment relative to a general increase 
in the rates of fire insurance all over 
the country as have those of New York 
City. No proposition has been made 
thus far in an official manner to make 
the increase, and the proposed percent- 
age of increase has been spoken of 
umong the agents of this city as ranging 
from 10 per cent to 2% per cent. By 
reason of Missouri laws, any increase in 
the rates of fire insurance is not se- 
cured in the same manner as in states 
governed by laws permitting the opera- 
tion of boards of underwriters. 

C. H. Merrill of the Markham Agency, 
Century Building, said: ‘“‘The opinion at 
this agency is that there will be a gen- 
eral increase in the rates of fire insur- 
aneep covering the country. We have 
noted the sentiment as it has developed 
in New York, and, from what we gath- 
ered from persons who carry large lines 
of insurance, they are expecting an ad- 
vance.”’ 

J. H. Walker of Geo. D. Capen & Co.: 
Here we are of the opinion that there 
will be an advance in fire-insurance 
rates incident to the heavy losses of the 
companies at San Francisco. Such an 
action, however, effective in St. Louis, 
would come from the officials of the 
Western departments of the big com- 
panies, whose jurisdiction is west of 
Pennsylvania, with héeadquafters. in 
New York. It is not likely that the ef- 
fects of an advance, if made, would be 











felt in this city earlier than three 
months. 

W. D. Hemmenway: My belief is 
that an advance will be made 
in insurance rates which will ap- 
piv all over the country.

At noon Wednesday the San Fran- 
cisco relief fund had reached $138,-

gift of Adolphus Busch.

Busch's Gift Timely. 


It happened that afmost simultaneous- 
ly with the receipt of Mr. Busch’s tele- 
gram in Washington another telegram 
was received from Judge Devine, who 
had just arrived in San Francisco to 
take charge of the distribution of the 
fund,. calling for $100,000 in ready cash. 
The money immediately available for 
the society would not have been enough 
to respond without Mr. Busch’'s dona- 
tion. 

So far as is known,.Mr. Busch is the 
most liberal of those who have contrib- 
uted to the Red Cross Society. His gift 
compares with the largest donations in 
the country. E. H. Harriman gave $200,- 
wM and Andrew Carnegie and John D. 
Rockefeller each the same as Mr. 
Busch. Those three went into the New 
York fund, which is estimated at more 
than $2,000,000. ‘

HANDSOME HORSE 
IS ELECTROCUTED 


Animal Chewed Light Bulb 
and Gets Fatal Shock 
Wire. 


An Alton horse committed suicide 
Wednesday by chewing up an incandes- 
cent light bulb. The shock and burns. 
from the coil of glowing live wire, the 
swallowing of broken glass and the fall 
to the stable floor which followed the 
shock injured the animal fatally, and it 





died a few minutes after the owner, 
Charles Luft, found him. 
The animal was a fine bay saddle 


horse, and was kept by Mr. Luft in his 
stable at 315 Ridge street. Over the 
stall hung the small electric lamp. This 
was left turned on after the cleaning of 
the stall Wednesday morning. 

When Mr. Luft visited the stable, in- 
tending to make the horse ready for a 
canter, he saw the handsome bay ly- 
ing helpless on the floor and heard its 
low groans, As he stepped to the stall 
he saw that the light bulb, pulled be- 
low its accustomed place, was broken, 
and that the metal frame was twisted. 





He saw that the current was turned 
on and at once turned it off. 

Unable to get the horse to rise Mr. 
Luft called Dr. Booker, a veterinary 


surgeon. 


He arrived a few minutes before the 
horse died and said the animal's back 
had been broken. The beast’s mouth 
Was severely burned, showing the 
points of contact with the live wires. 

The veterinarian said that the cur- 
rent had rendered the horse's verte- 
brae brittle, causing the slight fall to 
break its back. 

Employes of the electric light com- 
pany said that 2000 volts had passed 
through the horse's body.

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The first problem San Francisco has to, 
solve in beginning the work of restoring 
itself is that of ‘‘wrecking’’ the largest 
area ever burned over by any fire in the 
United States or in the world during the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 

Superintendent W. G. Bennett, of the 
Chicago Housewrecking Co., who 
visited Baltimore immediately after the 
fire and is familiar with the ground and 
character of the buildings in San Fran- 
cisco, Was asked to go over the map 
of the burned district in San Francisco 
and give the Post-Dispatch, as nearly 
as he could, an estimate of the work to 
be done, first in clearing away the 
wreckage and then in restoring the 
city. 

From his knowledge of San Francisco, 
he thought that after the streets are 
once opened, the work of wrecking will 
be comparatively light except in the 
business area, a comparatively narrow 
one, reached by the fire up to midnight 
on Wednesday of last week. It was in 
this area along Market street and for 
several blocks on either side that the 
principal stone and steel-framed build- 
ings of the city were located. From the 
junction of Fourteenth street with Mar- 
ket and from Fourteenth to Twenty- 
second, there is a much wider area in 
which he thinks the foundations wil! be 
left comparatively sound. He _ thinks 
that in many, if not in most cases, they 
can be used again after comparatively 
light labor in wreckage has been done, 
removing the debris of frame buildings 
or light structures which burned off 
without in all probability rendering the 


foundations unfit for use. 

‘Tt is several vears since I was last 
in San Francisco,” he. said, “and of 
course anything I say merely from 
reading the reports of the losses is 
based on my own experience in wreck- 
ing elsewhere rather than on a knowl- 
edge of the conditions of the city as it 
is actually left by both earthquake and 
fire. There is that double problem to 
consider. 

“Leaving out the effects of thé earth- 
quake, I can give a much better idea 
of the results of the fire, as we have 
cleaned up hundreds of fire wrecks and 
know in a general way what to expect 
after there has been a fire hot enough 
to do its worst. I can cover that by 
saying that we never expect the sal- 
vage to amount to anything in such 
wrecking work. We count on the work 
as that of removing rubbish that is 
nothing but rubbish. 

“Of course there is great interest and 
importance in the question of how steel 
frame buildings of modern pattern would 
stand the test of both fire and earth- 
quake and of what salvage there would 
be from our standpoints. It is not easy 
yet to get any idea of just how many 
of these steel frames are still stand- 
ing on their foundations. San Fran- 
cisco did not have nearly so many of 
them as St. Louis. We will suppose 
that where a stell frame is standing 
on its foundations, the first question is 
of the effects of the earthquake. If 
the Call building, for instance, were 
thrown three feet out of piumb by the 
earthquake, that in my judgment would 
not make it necessary to pull it down 


or to do anything more than jack it 
up on its foundations and work on_it 
until it is straightened out. The Ma- 
onic Temple in Chicago is about two 
feet out of plumb now. I think it likely 
that if it were only a question of the 
earthquake affecting their foundations, 
all the steel frame buildings might be 
put in shape again. 

‘But after such a fire as that in San 
Francisco the effect of the heat is an- 
other matter altogether. I have never 
seen a really fireproof building yet. 
There is no such thing in existence 
when once the fire around it is hot 
enough, as it was in Baltimore for in- 
stance. Fireproof buildings went up 
there as if they had been blasted up 
with dynamite. The fire simply swept 
them out of existence, though as a rule 
through the whole area of the fire they 
were far most costly and solidly built 
than those of San Francisco. I hap- 
pened. to be in Philadelphia at the time 
of the Baltimore fire and I went over at 
once, What I saw there confirmed my 
experience in the effect of fire on steel 
frames, as I had seen it in our wreck- 
ing work elsewhere. If the fire is hot 
enough around the foundations, the 
steel frame is so warped as to be prac- 
tically worthless afterwards. 

‘In the fire at the World’s’§ Fair 
ground in Chicago, the outer wall cov- 
ering the steel frames ot some of the 
buildings burned was almost nothing at 
all, a mere shell. You might have thought 
it would have had little more effect on 
the steel frames than so much paper 
burning off, but it ruined them. | 
have taken down several steel frames in 
Chicago after fires since. 

“As in the case of the Luddington 
Building in 1892, any really intense heat 
around the foundations left the frame 
warped and twisted so as to be prac- 
tically useless. If they rebuild on their 
steel frames in San Francisco, it will 
be where they have had no such heat 
around them as they had in Baltimore. 

“The worst job of wrecking will be on 
such heavy structures as the Custom 
House. That in San Francisco is some- 
what smaller than the old Custom 
House in Chicago, but is very much 
the same sort of a building, and after 
I had started in on the work of wreck- 
ing the Chicago building, it took me 18 
months to get through with it. 

“The first work will be that of clear- 
ing the streets completely of rubbish. 
I have no doubt they will have this 
done in perhaps 60 days. Then the 
question of hen the work of restora- 
tion will be completed must depend to 
some extent on the amount of capital 
in sight and the prospect of returns 
from it as an investment. With the 
population and everything else in sight 
to insure the returns, there is no rea- 
son the city should not be rebuilt as 
rapidly as Chicago was after its great 
fire. Chicago recovered in about three 
years and was practically in a better 
condition than ever. After a little bet- 
ter than two years Baltimore had re- 
stored itself from losses which struck 
it very hard in the area +urned over, 
because it was filled with buildings of 
the costliest character. In San Fran- 
cisco, as I recall the character of the 
buildings away from the main business 
center of the town, they were largely 
frame and light brick. 

‘About ninety per cent of the build- 
ings in the large area between Four- 
teenth and Twenty-second street and 
to the water's edge (in the burned dig- 
trict of the third day’s fire), as it shows 
on the map, were frame and in most of 
the district burned on the other side of 
Market street they were chiefly frame 
also. The Palace Hotel was largely a 
frame structure and even along Market 
street many of the other large build- 
ings had wooden frames. In cleaning 
up after the fires in the districts where 
lighter frame buildings were in the ma- 
jority, there will be little..wrecking to 
do, 80 little that no doubt ‘t will gener- 
ally be left to the contractors who do

quickly away does not usually destroy 
the foundation. Of course in this dis- 
trict, they may decide to impose restric- 
tions on the character of the buildings 
such as would greatly increase the cost. 
But the question of earthquake will fig- 
ure here along with that of fire. The 
lighter buildings appear to be safer 
from earthquake and when they see 
the district where the fire was really 
hot around the best stee] frames in so- 
called fireproof or slow combustion 
buildings, the way the wreckage is 
warped and twisted is likely to convince 
them that restrictions would be useless 
as far as safety is concerned. . 

“If the actual losses in San Francisco 
go over $300,000,000 in San Francisco, it 
may take about ten per cent of the total 
for clearing away wreckage. That is 4 
loose estimate, but the fire loss in such 
a@ case runs very high from the wreck- 
ing standpoint. The best that is to be 
hoped for in the way of salvage is from 
2% to 30 per cent, but.as a rule in the 
totals of an extensive fire, we estimate 
nothing at all for salvage and bas the 
work on the cost of the labor necessary 
for clearing away rubbish so as to un- 
cover the ground for building. Out of 
our hundreds of wrecking jobs, the 
meanest we have is handling steel 
frames after they have been through a 
hot fire.”’

believed that in Santa Rosa the great- 
est loss of life occurred from earth- 
quake and fire, even if this unfortunate 
city does not lead in the actual number 
of victims. In a letter received here 
from a former Los Angeles man the 
writer says in part: 

“This town is in awful shape. There 
is not a single brick or stone building 
standing, and scores of fine residences 
are in ruins. Fires broke out in the 
business district right after the shock 
and burned dead and living alike. There 
were three big three-story hotels, but 
while all of them fell but one took fire. 

From the St. Rose they took out nine 
bodies today. They found a little girl 
in these ruins last Saturday. She was 
unhurt, but very hungry and thirsty, 
having been buried four days and 
nights. The timbers had lodged so that 
they protected her. Cases of this kind 
have been numerous, There would un- 
doubtedly have been a great many lives 
saved if they could have been gotten out 
in the first 24 hours, but the task was 
So great it was an impossibility.”
